“Sword in Hand” notes are among the most iconic note types in all of American currency collecting. Revere engraved both the face and 
back plates for this series. The back design featuring an American Revolutionary with a sword in his right hand and the Magna Charta 
in his left is strikingly evocative of the American struggle for independence. If any doubt remained, arching over the patriot is a line 
reading “Issued in defense of American Liberty.” Sweeping below him is the Latin motto “ENSE PETIT PLACIDAM, SUB LIBERTATE, 
QUITEM” which means “By arms he seeks peace with freedom.” Each denomination saw an issuance of 10,000 pieces. There were three 
different due dates for redemption with this note redeemable on August 18, 1778. The signers penned their names in red, blue and black 
ink respectively. The black ink signature of Thomas Plympton is the only one of the three that remains legible on this example. The 
remaining penned signatures and serial number have faded. Most importantly though, the printed design elements remain very bold on 
both the face and the all-important back. This example experienced only a moderate degree of circulation before being withdrawn. A 
small edge tear is seen in the right edge along the horizontal fold.

Newly Discovered Raphael Thian 
“The Currency of the Confederate States” Master Album 

30174 Confederate Currency. The Currency of the Confederate States. Master Album by Rafael Thian. Circa 1906. Contains 287 
Pieces. An incredibly exciting and important item in the realm of Confederate Currency collecting. This newly discovered “The 
Currency of the Confederate States” Master Album was assembled by Raphael Thian for presentation to Charles D. Edmonton on 
September 8, 1906. 

Thian worked for decades in the Adjutant Generals Office of the United States Army from the middle years of the Civil War 
until his death in 1911. During that time he had nearly unrestricted access to the “Rebel Archives” confiscated from Richmond 
in 1865. He used that access to do some of the earliest research into Confederate Currency in addition to publishing a number of 
publications detailing the history of the Confederate Treasury Department. Among those publications is the oft-cited “Register 
of the Confederate Debt.” Also during that time Thian produced several albums demonstrating the different types of currency 
produced by the Confederacy. Some of those albums displayed just a single note for each type. Other albums, known now as 
Master Albums, displayed various plate varieties and watermarks that Thian identified during his research. It is believed that fewer 
than ten of these Master Albums were ever produced and today only around six are known with at least half of those in permanent 
government or institutional collections. 

The example offered here is new to the market and a miracle of survival. A family member of our consignor received the album 
as a reward for finding a neighbors ring in the early 1950s. Since that time it had laid forgotten in a basement in the Carolinas. 
Earlier this year the album was noticed by the keen eye of our consignor and picked from a trash pile as the family was cleaning 
the basement out and thus it was saved from being lost for eternity. The album contains over 425 pages in total including a preface 
with a description of contents and a history of the various acts for each issue. One of the inner leafs is inscribed in Thians hand 
“Presented to Mr. Charles D. Edmonton, with the kindest regards and best wishes of R. P. Thian September 8, 1906.” 

Enclosed within the album are 287 examples of Confederate currency. Six of those examples are period sepia photographs of 
types 1 through 6. There are 275 actual Confederate Treasury Notes and six examples of the Chemicographic back impressions 
originally intended for the 1864 issues. Pages are letter-pressed with a note number assigned by him to each variety rather than 
individual type along with plate or variety info for that note. Each note is mounted one per page using a period adhesive in each 
corner tip. It is our understanding that this adhesive can be neutralized to remove the notes if so desired. It is our consignor s wish 
and ours that this historical relic and its contents be preserved for future generations in its intended form.

There are six different examples of red printed Chemicographic backs originally intended for the 1864 issue. There is one 
example for both the $50 and $20 denominations and two different types for both the $10 and $5 denominations. These are all 
Choice Uncirculated or better. 

There are also two 1864 notes featuring printed poems on their backs. There is one T-64 1864 $500 with “In Memoriam” printed 
on the back and one T-71 1864 $1 with “Reply” printed on the back. Both notes are Choice Uncirculated. 

The pages and the notes within are preserved in much the same condition as they were when the album was assembled. The 
front cover and a few inner leaf pages have detached along with the spine of the book. All but the spine are present and could be 
reattached by an expert book restorer.

15, 1864, is unique for the catalog number, both in government institutions and in private hands. Interest-Bearing notes of 
denominations from $50 to $5,000 were printed as early as 1861. The $500 Interest Bearing Treasury note bore interest at 
the rate of 7.3% per year, for three years, and were produced due to hardships created by financial instability in the country 
caused by the Civil War. The design features Alexander Hamilton at center, and a standing figure of Washington at the lower 
right. Signatures of Colby and Spinner and the Treasury serial numbers are printed in red. 

The law that authorized the $500 was the Act of June 30,1864. This act allowed owners of these to transfer these bonds to 
other individuals. The light pink stamp on the reverse reads “...Of the Treasury For Redemption Vermilye 8c Co.” We cannot 
quite make out the top line, however. Vermilye were primarily bankers, brokers, and dealers in government loans, stocks 
and bonds. While we do not know the original payee, we do know because of this stamp, the note was transferred to another 
owner at one time. 

One of the provisions in this act made this bond legal tender at its face value if the owner could find anyone who would 
accept it. It was denominated in legal tender U.S Currency. While the price of a $1 legal tender note was worth between 40 
to 70 cents in gold coin, in 1879 when species payments were resumed, the value of legal tender converged on gold so by 
then this bond could be converted for $500 in gold coin. 

The obligation on the back reads “ Convertible at the Option of the holder into bonds redeemable at the pleasure of the 
Government at any time after five years and payable twenty years from August 15, 1867 with interest at Six per cent per 
annum payable annually in COIN.” 

The coupons have all been removed. The seal remains bright and the overprints are a strong dominant green. Areas 
of light restoration can be seen, primarily at the top and left margin only and appear to be tears that have received well 
executed repair work. PMG also comments “Ink Lightened” which is most likely the result of the payee being removed by a 
light washing many decades ago. 

The very existence of this note is impressive, as the only other known type for this series, a Fr. 212f that last sold in an 
auction in 2005, was heavily punch hole canceled and redeemed. That note must have escaped mutilation from inside the 
Treasury, leaving this presently example the only unredeemed/uncancelled example known to the collecting community, 
with none others known in private hands or institutional collections. 

This note offers an impressive pedigree having been once owned by William Philpot and Phil Lampkin. It has been off 
the market since 1971. This miracle of survival is an incredibly rare piece of financial history and an item that will be a 
centerpiece in any collection.
